Reason Had Left Her.

Mrs. Simpson was taken to Oakland 
Receiving Hospital as quickly as possi­ 
ble, where she wasgiven^eveiy possible 
attention. 
She was suffering from ner­ 
vous prostration, but the physician said 
she would recover in a few days. Her 
rash act was prompted hy a temporary 
mental disorder following a prolonged 
illness and a recentvSurgicai operation. 


Mrs. Simpson is the wife of Frank 
D, Simpson, a Southern Pacific engi­ 
neer 
About a month ago she had a 
surgical 
operation performed at St. 
Luke's Hospital in San Francisco and 
was just recovering from its effects 
She was in a highly nervous condition 
on Thursday evening and passed the 
entire night pacing the floor. She be­ 
came composed finally and retired. 
About 5 o'clock in the morning she 
arose and left the house, after writing 
a farewell letter to her husband. She 
took the first boat for Oakland. 


Mrs. 
Simpson explained yesterday 
that she was anxious to die so that she 
would not longer be a burden to her 
husband. 
He was notified and is now 
caring for his unfortunate wife at the 
hospital.

It took several hours of hard 
work to keep the flames from en­ 
croaching upon the light house and the 
warehouse but the flames in that sec­ 
tion were finally subdued and all dan­ 
ger to the buildings were passed. 


The flames burned fiercely in the 
brush until after midnight when they 
went out for want of material. 


The fire presented quite a pretty 
scene during the evening and was wit­ 
nessed by thousands of people on both 
sides of the bay as well as by the pas­ 
sengers on the ferry boats.

The 
Court, therefore, sustains the (judgment 
allowing 
damages.

HIS DOWNFALL. 


A few yeajrji ago Louis Blank was a 
cletk in a down towu house in San 
Francisco, and he lived nicely upon 
the salary he received and was con­ 
tented and happy until a tempter came 
along and told him how much 
easier 


it was to make money in oilier ways 
and to have a good time in life instead 


of poring over accounts day after day 
and month after month. 
He listened 
to the words of his new found 
friend 
and was soon in the swim, having 
plenty of money, as well as having the 
esteem of a great many people, all of 
whom he was systematically robbing. 
He became a high rolled and instead 


of being at home with his family at 
night, he was either at the gambling 
table or spending the night in de> 
bauchery with immoral women. 
This 


led many of his fnends to believe that 
he was not getting his money honestly 
and about a year ago some members 


of the order of B'nai B'rith, of which 
he had been Secretary for fourteen 


years, began an investigation of his 
books and found a shortage of over 
$20,000. 
He-promised to.make this 
good, and he was nrjt prosecuted, but 


all of his 'promises were false, and a 


few days ago he was notified ta attend 
a meeting of this order and show cause 


why he should not be expelled from 
the order. 
He was also informed that 
unless he made immediate 
restitution 


of the money he had stolen he would 
be arrested and prosecuted, 
t i e knew 
then that he had played his last card 
and that nothing was before him ex­ 
cept many years in the State Prison, 


so to his other crimes he added that of 
self murder, for yesterday he sent his 
wife and babies out to the park and 
then shut himself up in a room and 
turned on the gas and was soon as­ 
phyxiated, and had been dead several 
hours when his family returned home 
This young man was Louis Blank, 


who was formerly Secretary of-several 
Building and Loan Associations, from 
which as secretary he reoeived $950 
per month. 
This was not enough for 
him so he robbed the associations and 
his fraternal order, and now, although 
he was only in the prime of life, he 
fills an unhonored grave.

ORDINANCE NO.- 


An ordinance denning the duties and 


fixing the compensation of the Town 


Engineer of the Town of Berkeley. 


T H E BOARDOF TRUSTEE^ OF3AID TOWN 
A 
of Berkeley do ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1. It shall be the duly of the Town 
Engineer to give the oorners, lines or purvey of 
lots or blocks or other divisions of Bind within 
the Town of Berkeley; the official grttde'of slde- 
wa.lks.ln front of all buildlngR, blocks'or lots 
with certificate of same, the position of sewer 
connections and line and grade for Ml private 
sewers; when applied to, for wliloliservice or 
Bervioes he Bhall receive from tbo person brok­ 
ing application, the amount* btfrtiinofter pro­ 
vided. 


He shall furnish oertlfled copies of plans and 
speoliloatlons of proposed public work to In­ 
tending* bidders or others and shall receive for 
such servloe the 
compensation 
hereinafter 
named. 


He shall perform all duties in tbo 'matter of 
street and sewer work provided to be performed 
by the Town Engineer In the General Street 
Laws of California, and shall, in eaoh cuse of 
work done under the provisions of said laws, 
before the time for receiving bids has arrived, 
file with the Town Clerk an estimate 'of the 
quantities of the various kinds of work to be done, 
from which estimate the lowest bid rihall be de­ 
termined. 


He shall perform all other engineering work 
that may be ordered by the Board of Trustees. 


Seotion 2. The Town Engineer shall "main­ 
tain un office in the Town Hall in a rqom or 
rooms to redesignated by the liourd of Trus­ 
tees, and shall keep the sumcopen to tftfi' pub 
lio during reasonable hours each day in the 
week, excepting legal holidays. 


He shall enter In a book or bookB kept for 
that purpose in his offloo, a record of all surveys 
and measurements made under the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


All records of surveys and all calculation 
books pertaining to streets, plazas or other 
town work, with ull maps, pluus, and profiles 
In which the Town can In any manner be inter­ 
ested, shall be and remain the property of toe 
Town of Berkeley and shall be kept in the 
Town Engineer's office, and shall be open for 
public inspection during oftioo hours. All such 
books, maps, pluus and profiles, shall be care­ 
fully preserved by the Town Engineer and 
transmitted to his successor in oftlce. 


Sootlon S. If ut any time it shull become neo- 
essary for any person to remove any street 
monument for any purpose, uotloe shall be 
given to the Town Engineer, who shall remove 
such monument and replace the same In its or- 
iglual position as soon as the object for Which 
the removal shall be necessary, shall have 
been attained; and the compensation to the 
Town Engineer for such removal and replacing 
of street monuments shall be as hereinafter 
named. 


Section 4. The compensation to be due and 
to be paid the Town Engineer for the perform­ 
ance of the duties herein named shall be as fol­ 
lows, to wit: 


1. For survey of lots or series of lots above 
high water, eight dollars for fifty feet trontuge 
or less, Including four corner stakes, with 
twenty-live cents additional for each additional 
corner or stake. For frontage greator than fifty 
feet, eight dollars for the first fifty feet and two 
and one half cents per front foot Tor eaoh addi­ 
tional foot of frontuge, aud for an entire vacant 
block with four stakes, twenty dollurs. All

For furnishing oertitled ooples of specifica­ 
tions or transcripts of other records In his 
office Hot otherwise provided for, ten cents per 
folio of one hundred words.

ft. For all engineering work ordered by the 
Hoard of Trustees, and to be paid for from the 
general fund, the Town Engineer shall be en­ 
titled to collect from the Town of Berkeley the 
uotual expense incurred by him In the perform­ 
ance of said work and the Town

time shall be rated for suoh service ut the rate 
of ten dollars per day of eight hours for time

The Town Engineer shall file with the Town 
Clerk, Itemized demands for all expense in 
curred In said servioo including his own time.

THE STORY OF A PORTRAIT. 


How the Painting Was Rescued From an 
Ignominious Pate.

off. People had seen all they wanted of 
it, but the fair equestrienne's portrait 
still hung upon its creator's walls, un­ 
claimed, and, alas, unpaid for.

FEARLESS OF DANGER. 


Hew One- of the Da Pouts Died In » Pow­ 
der Mill SbffthMan. 


Thus far no Du Pont of 'the famous 
gunpowder making family of Delaware 
has ever been false'to the family law of 
bravery, while more than one has^iven 
his life in obeying it One Saturday even­ 
ing in the summer of 1867 Alexis I Da 
Pont, son of Eleuthere, was in one of the 
mixing rooms with some of bis men, try­ 
ing to shift a heavy yellow pine box. As 
tbey slid the box along the floor, the 
friction caused a spark to strike, and 
instantly the room was ablaze. Fortu­ 
nately most of the gunpowder bad been 
taken out, it being the end of the week, 
but tbe walls and floor were sufficiently 
sprinkled with it to cause a sharp-puff, 
which set the men's clothes on fire. 
AIPTJH, realizing the danger instantly, 
and being himself in flames, called to 
the men to follow him, and running out 
of the building threw himself into th« 
mill race. The others did likewise, and 
thus, for the moment, all were safa But 
Alexis, turning toward the mills as he 
swam, saw that sparks from the brttaing 
mixing room were falling in showers on 
the roof of the press and cutting mill, 
which contained, as he knew, several 
tons of powder. In spite of the appeals 
of the men, he rushed back to the point 
of danger, calling oat as he ran, "Now, 
boys, pass me buckets of water." 


Then he climbed fearlessly upon, tbe 
roof, which was now nearly burned 
through—for in those days the roofs 
were made of pitch and cement—and be­ 
gan fighting the flames as best heoouId- 
Inspired by his oonrage, the workmen 
rallied with a will at the bucket line, 
but before they had,got fairly started 
the explosion came,- blowing Alexis Du 
Pont with fearfnlforoe against one of 
the drying stands, ctushing his ribs into 
his ltmgs, ana injuring him so that he 
died fa gr^agon^a few honre latteif- 
pleVBland ttemft in HoGlore'ii Kaga- 
ikbie.
